Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That for the purpose of promoting the plant- ;o
ing and protection of shadtl: trees in this Stat;, whenever gﬁ;sbg il
portions of any recorded eity or village plat or portions of closed—when.
any legal addivions thereto are wholly unoccupied, and the
streets and alleys Iying wholly within or legally belonging
and adjoining to such unoccupied parts are not used for pub-
lic travel, it shall be lawful for the owner or owners thereof,
for the purpose of protecting such shade trees as may be set
out therein, to fence up and enclose the same for the period
of five (3) years from and after the passage of this act, the
same as if such land had not heen platted and recorded.

Provided, however, that prior to sach fencing of said land
embracing streets, the consent of the proper city or village
authorities shall be first had and obtained. )

redemption the auditor shall execute to the person so redeem-
ing, a certificate in substance as provided for in case of ordi-
nary redemptions, and thereupon the person so redeeming
shall succeed to and become invested with all the right, title
and inferest held by the State at the time of such redemp-
tion: Provided, such redemption shall be made heiore the
seventeenth (17th) day of September, one thousand eight
hundred and seventy-seven (1877). )
